Her Majesty also wore 
a mantle of burnished silver ard ermine 
and a crown of diamonds, It is ccstomary 
for the ‘‘Holy Czar,” as he is koown in 
the ritual of the Russian Church, to be 
crowned in his army uniform, On this 
occasion he carries the golden sceptre, 


ornamented with diamonds, The diamond 
in the top is one of the tineat in the world.

THE DEEP WATERWAYS. 


New York se Very Anxious to Become 
the Atlantic Terminus. 


The question of adeep waterway to the 
sea, a channel enabling ocean vessels to 
penetrate to the upper lake porte, hae been 
thoroughly and ably discussed at the Cleve- 
land conference. One of the results of the 
diecussion is the development of the fact 
that New York city is exceedingly anxious 
to become the Atlantic terminus. New 
York is prepared fore large scheme ; ite 
repreeentatives think the project is practic: 
able, and that it ought tu be entered into, 
But the New York proposal means that 
some $20,000,000 shail be expended in 
the utilization of the Erie canal and its 
feeders. The people who are to provide 
the $200,000,000 are the owners of the Erie 
oamely, the residents of New York State. 
It is a question whether the Erie could be 
dredged to the required depth. It is along 
canal, and the problem of feeding it with 
water is one of moment. If rendered 
navigable, it is doubtful that ocean vesseis 
could use it. Progress would necesvarily 
be slow, and the cost of such navigation 


would be enormous. In addition to this,it 
is to be doubted that the relatively small 
veasels which are using the canal could 
continue the ocean trade. This is an

and the size ie constantly growing. The 
Liverpool Mercury reports the movements 
of the steamship Georgic, of the White 
Starline. Speaking of ite cargo, tne Mer- 
cury says: The shipment of live and 
dressed stock did not take up ail the room 
that can beallowed for that sort of freight, 
and there was ample space on board for 
many tons of manufactured and misceilan- 
eous goods after stowing away the follow- 
ing enormous entries of her freight list.

9,000 sheep ; 3,000 quarters of beef ; 136,- 
000 bushels of wheat; 90,000 busheis of 
corn ; 550 bales of cotton; 2,000 sacks of 
flour ; 1,800 bage of oilcake ; 1,800 cases of 
oatmeal ; 1,700 boxes of bacon ; 300 barrels 
and tierces of provisions ; 9,000 packages 
of lard ; 3,90 barrels of rosin ; 700 barrels 
of glucose ; 1,000 cases of canned goods ; 
360 packages of soap ; 400 barrels of wax; 
300 barreis of bark extract ; 1,000 barreis 
of iubricating oil ; 100 tons of wood ; 3,000 
packages of acetate of lime ; 150 barrels of 
oxide of zinc ; and 10,000 packages of coop- 
erage stock. This is the type of vessel 
that is to carry freight in the future 
and the idea of it navigating the Erie 
canal is scarcely reasonable. But there

On 
withdrawing it, he shakes it to and fro to 
allow the superfluons water to pass away, 
and to secure equality of distribution, 
He then lays the frame on the side of the 
vat, and slides it towards the ‘*coacher,” 
which lays it face dcwnwards on a board 
flannel sheet ; another sheet covers it. 


KNITTING THEM TOGETHER. 


Layers of these notes and flannels are 
subjected to extreme pressure, which expele 
the water and knits the fiore firmly to- 
gether. Each sheet is then Isid upon a 
broad, endless flannel band revolving slowly 
under and over hot rollers, at the farther 
end ofwhich they are collected, tough, crisp 
and rustling. 

At every step of the process each scrap of 
paper is checked by automatic registers 


and the total must agree in each room before 
the notes leave it. After the paper is 
*‘ajzed”’ 1t is conveyed to the drying room. 
In this room the notes are counted, by 
irls. if correctly done the pay is three- 
halfpence for 500). 

In another room the notes are counted 
with a rapidity that ie bewiidering. A 
corner is cut off each five pound note : in 
the case ofa ten pound note the corners 
are intact, but there isa notch near the 
left-hand top corner. Notches appear in 
all remaining values up to the £1,000 notes, 
appearing lower and lower down the side 
as the values increase. Thus it is possible 
to tell by the edge exactly the value of the 
paper you are dealing with. 


THE WATER MAREING. 


Held up to the light, the water-marking 
was a very marvelious sight. On the 
ordinary uote, passing from hand to hand, 
the water-marking, though plain enough, 
is yet hidden to some extent by the printing 
on ite face. With the paper absolutely 
clear, one appreciates the impossilility of 
attaining even an approximate imitation 
of the result which one achieves eo readily 
with the coveted frame in one’s hands, 
Rupee, dividend warrante and bank of 
Ireland paper are slso. made here. The 
curious feature of the latter is the absence 
of any water-marking. There is the plain 
announcement, ‘Bank of Ireiand,” but 
beyond that, nothing. The mission of eo 
diatinctive a feature, does not seem to 
encourage forgery. The annals of the bank 
are, on the contrary, exceptionally free 
from this form of fraud. 

The weight of the Irish note is much 
heavier than the English type, as is also 
the rupee. The five-pound note, unprinted, 
weighs some 16 1-2 grains; when sized, 
printed and complete, 3 1-2 grains more. 


WEIGHING THE NOTES, 


weighed is as nearly human as anything 
can be.

Additional medical 
belp was summoned from surrounding 
towns, and in order to treat the cases prop- 
erly an investigation was undertaken to 
determine the cause of the widespread 
sickness, At the wedding feast preesed 
chicken, prepared the ‘day before, was 
served. Another dish freely partaken of 
was pork, and many incline to the belief 
that the victims are suffering from trichi- 
nosis. At first it was thought that ice 
cream may have contained ptomaines, but 
this theory has deen abandoned on account 
of the time taken to develop the disease. 
All of the victims complain ot violent pains 
in the head and stomach and generai 
symptoms of cholera, Terrible nausea is 
tollowed by insanitv, and then deata comes 
tothe relief of the sutferer. 

George Bryant, one of the victims, drove 
to the wedding, and the lady who accom. 
panied him is also very ill at her home. 
Many of the guests at the wedding were 
from the surrounding country, and news as 
to their condition is difficule to obtain. A 
majority of the physicians believe that the

Renovating Feathers. 

There are two methods of enlivening old 
feathers, both of which give satisfactory 
results, An old featier bed wae renovated 
by the following method and was as light 
and fluffy aa one made from new feathers 
For pillows, sew up a sheet crosswise in bag 
form, leaving an open space at one end the 
width of the pillow. Rip an end seam of 


the pillow and sew the two together. Change | 


the feathers trom the pillow into the bag, 
shaking well to secure ali the down, then 


rip apart and sew upthe bag. Washin two 
strong, soapy waters and rinse twice in 

clear water, draining the bag weil each 
| time. Put the bag on the grass in the sun- 
j ehine, shake often and beat lightly as the 
| feathers dry, which may take several days. 
When pertectly dry they wiil be so nice 
and light one will feel like giving them new 
ticks, 

Another way is to make a strong, soapy 
water, empty the feathers from the tick 
into it and wash them well and wring with 
the machine ; repeat, then rinse twice and 
wring as‘dry as possible. Spread them on 
a pertectly clean floor in an unoccupied 
room, stir, turn and whip them tiil dry. 
The advantage of this way over the other is 
that it cen be done in winter as weil as in 
summer, but there must be a fire in the 
room if done in freezing weather,
